Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. The above groups lack a common special technical feature that makes a 
contribution over the prior art. WO-02/10271 1 discloses a method and apparatus for 
production and use of 1 1C carbon monoxide in labeling synthesis, which appears to be 
the common technical feature between group I and II. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

(i) synthesis of labeled ketone 

(ii) synthesis of labeled amines
